and the powers of Tammany Hall for the 
Presidential succession. 


"We. the people of th> United Stales," 


idenl'uYd with the constitution as it is, have 
become somewhat proud, vain and egotistical 
in om- fancied security. We are nursing the 
delusion thai though a'l the world beyond the 
Atlaftx 
and beyond the pacific may bo 


turned inside out and upside doivn, r,s by 
tlio throes of a general earthquake, we 
are

But, looking at the political 


preparations for 1872 at Washington nnd al 
Albany ; at the effervescence among the politi- 
cians of the West on tbe money questiou in all 
ils phr.sep, and at the Ku KIux doings of vio- 
lence and terrorism in Ihe South; looking at 
the, unsettled and unsatisfied political cliques 
and factions throughout the country, and at 
the generally uneasy and apprehensive condi- 
tion of tbe public mind touching Iho wide- 
spread political corruptions of the day, is not 
Uiis ids-x of our perfect security against a vio- 
lent revolutionary upheaval a delusion? 
In 


view of ali these disturbing forces we are 
drawn to the Impression Unit even the "Great 
Republic" is still an experiment, and that its 
sorest trials are still to come. 
AVe know not 


to-day \\-hnl may come to the surface to-mor- 
row. 
What prophet or political astrologer, 


Ihjn, can predict the upshot and the conse- 
quences of our next Presidential contest? 


Tiu shape which il is assuming is unques- 


tionably alarming. First of all, the "powers 
that be" at Washington, including the South- 
ern Ku KIux bill passed ;md approved yes- 
terday, nre armed with authority in various 
acts of Congress to regulate our political elec- 
tions to an extent never dreamed of heretofore. 
The authority for tV.eac acts is broadly given 
in the constitution, but the experiment of ex- 
ercising these powers ia still new. Iu the Ku 
Klux bill, for instance, the Southern Stiles 
are recognized as in a semi-insurreclionary 
condition, and in suppressing Ku Klux 
outrages Ihe President, in his discrelion, 
may suspend the habeas corpus and employ 
the army and navy of the United States. We 
have great faith in the discretion of General 
Grant; bat we have very little faith in those 
agitating and peace-disturbing Southern car- 
pet-baggers and fire-eaters. They may pro- 
voke a collision which will rekindle all the 
unsubdued secession elements of the South, 
and thus creale euch scenes of excitement, 
disorder and confusion in the Soulh and .North 
as to revive tiie old con'est in a new and rnora 
dangerous shape than that of tiie rebellion, in 
connection tvith the delicate auesiinna «^ <*.«- 
fcuLtu mid ilie national debt. 
We are warned 


of Ihe game of the Southern fire-eaters, who, 
with Jeff Davis, still believe in the final tri- 
umph of their "lost cause ;" that they expect the 
Northern democracy to fight their old battle 
over again in the political field, and we fear that 
the fire-eaters and carpel-baggers will raise the 
issue with General Grant in some startling 
collision on this Ku Klux bill. Our unsubdued 
Southern Confederacy men are not the men to 
stop at hall-way measures in compassing their 
designs, and the carpet-baggers will not be 
slow to set them on. 


These Southern Ku Klux Elans, therefore, 


with the full discretionary powers of military 
law given to General Grant, will require 
extremely 
delicate handling. 
Otherwise a 


new 
and 
perilous 
agitation 
may 
be 


raised 
over the 
length 
and breadth of 


the land. 
Danger to the administration, is 


also looming up ia the West on the Ku Klux, 
amnesty and free trade questions; and in 
Senators Trumbull, IiOgan, Carl Schurz aad 
others, and in Gratz Brown and his factions 
in Missouri, we have already the nucleus of a 
third party, or of a new reinforcement to the 
democracy. Nevertheless, so strong is the 
general confidence in General Grant and his 
administration, thai, in spite of all these revo- 
lutionary signs and movemenls at home and 
abroad, gold is kept to the narrow margin 
between 110 aad 111, and our national se- 
curities are still advancing in the Loadon 
marked ' But is this a solid foundation for 
General Grant and_ the republican party? 
Within the next twelve months we expect to 
be wiser upon this question than we are to-day. 
We liave our misgivings of present Indica- 
tions ; first, because of the difficulties of the 
national administration suggested, an 3, sec- 
ondly, because of liie stupendous and tempt- 
ing financial power for party purposes gained 
in tbe new departure at Albany of Tammany 
Hall.

Through the party defection Of a slipp'sry 


republican (one of many) in our State Assecu- 
_bly Tammany has gained a financial power 
whereby she may control not only the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, to a great extent, 
but coming elections in every otherwise doubt- 
ful or closely contested State. In giving a 
million of money, more or less, from year to 
year lo the benevolent institutions of our 
various Churches she has gained them or shut 
their mouths, while in her generous liws and 
indulgences concerning whiskey and all tho 
dangerous classes, she has that side of thes 
house en masse ia New York, city and State. 
Her power over the State, from churches to 
corner groceries, is complete. Next, in her 
unlimited bills for raising and spending money, 
such as the city tax levy, His Water bill, and 
others, she has a margin, if so inclined, of 
millions for Presidential purposes, and no 
man to call her to account.

Suppose, in the next place, we thus secure 


a democratic President with the rc.itoraUo:i to 
the party of its old Southern balance of power, 
and that the South, iu compensation, upon the 
good old maxim that "Siuice for the goose is 
sauce for tho gander." demands the repudia- 
tion of what Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, would 
call the Northern debt, how can this repudia- 
tion be avoided by a democratic Congress ? 
And may not theae things como to pass; for is 
il not a fact that even the Southern black?— 
considering after the repudiation of tho South- 
ern war debt and their Confederate scrip—do 
not like the idea of being taxed to pay the 
Union war debt? 
To their rude sense of jus- 


lice this is unfair, 
and they think that 


the Northern debt should also be wiped 
out.

The J>ecaoerntic Address. 


We publish this morning the address of the 


democratic Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to the people of the TJnited States on 
the polilical situation, 
Those who expected 


that it would contain any reference lo the last 
amendments to the constitution or to the re- 
construction question will be disappointed. 
Neither does it refer diractly to negro suffrage, 
although its declaration that the democracy 
intend to protect and psrpetnate the rights of 
the humblest citizen may be construed into a 
recognition of the colored man's 
political 


standing, 
and 
an 
acquiescence 
in 
it. 


The principal point made in the address is 
that wherein it arraigns the radicals for so 
legislating as to est ibiish a centralized mili- 
tary government. Oa tins point the address 
is vigorous and decisive, and an appeal is 
made to the people lo ii tislrnte Iho designs of 
radicalism by restoring the Stc.t:s to local 
self-government and by limiting the powers of 
Congress and the President. The object and 
effect of the Ku Klux bill is explained afc 
length, and the extraordinary pov.'ers granted 
therein to the President are characterized as 
not only unconstitutional bul a" dangerous 
to the liberties of the country. 


On tiie subject of the lantt'&nd the taxes (ha 


address charges the radicals with persistently 
and wilfully 
postponing 
reform on boih, 


although the necc-ssiiy for such reform is 
keenly felt by the overburdened masses. 
The 


financial policy of the government is assailed 
and tje extravagance of the radical adminis- 
tration since the closa of tho war is shov>-n in 
the fact that during the past fire years the 
expenses for ordinary purposes have been 
nearly as grsat as tas entire expenses of the 
government for seventy years prior lo the 
outbreak 
of the rebellion, 
Tha system 


of appointment to office is sharply criticised, 
the addiess declaring thai fealty lo the pre- 
sident ^is made 
the 
test of capacity. 


Violence in the South and other parts of the 
country ia deprecated, and an appeal is made 
to the people to suppress! disorder and to re- 
spect tbe rights of all. 
The charge that tho 


democratic party sympathizes witii violence is 
indignantly denounced. 


Such are the salient points of the address, 


whica, on the whole, is more an arraignment 
of radicalism than a declaration of democratic 
policy. Excepting oil the subject of radical 
designs on the form of our government it pro- 
poses no remedies for the evils which it refers 
to, nnd it may be that the signers of tho 
address did not feel themselves authorized to 
proclaim a platform of principles aad thus per- 
form a duty which, as a matter of right be- 
longs to the Democratic National Convention.

They 
It'll the s;ung fjlorv Qj lufe terrible flshilng n"d 
f>Hughler that are going ou outside of the city 
nnd of the destruction progressing within the 
walls. Wo have the truly'melancholy infor- 
mation that tho Arc do Triomylie, lhaf monu- 
ment of nrl with world-wide fams, has been 
destroyed by the fire of Fort Mont Vuli'rien 
and other government butteries. The insur- 
gent forces have sustained terrible losses in 
the 
recent 
engagements at Asnieres and 


Ncuilly, and many of thoir prominent officers 
have been, killed or disabled. General Duorot, 
with 
twenty thousand 
men of the 
old 


Imperial Guard, are on the move to the 
front, when they will take an uclive part 
in the operations going on. 
Tho men are 


reported eager for the fray. 
Marshal C.inro- 


l>Tt is at Versailles and soon will be in the 
field at the bond of his old command, w'liol) is 
en route, from Germany. 
Within the. city 


terror, death and destruction reign supreme. 
A shower of shells lg falling in the Avenue dc3 
Tomes and over forty civilians have bscn 
killed iu that important thoroughfare. 
The 


Communists nre erecting barricades in the 
Hue Kivoli and in many other streets, and nre 
making every preparation lo defend all points 
on Hie advance of Ihe government forces. 
The recent fighting has beca of the most stub- 
born character, but numbers and discipline 
will prevail. 
Tlie National Guards are be- 


coming disnustcd at their want of success, and 
the main hope for peace is upon their giving 
up when they see thuir cause hopek'cs. with- 
out waiting for their leaders to surrender. 


The sHuation is growing more and mire 


favorable to Ihe government, and now that its 
forces are being so rapidly augmented we 
may expect more important and extended mili- 
tary operations at any moment. 
The advance 


of M,;cMahr>n's army will_ be stubbornly re- 
sisted unless panic in the ranks of the reds 
aids iu clearing Hie road lor il, and wo think 
Ihh quite possible. 
Constant defeat and 


being pushed Lack within their inner line of 
d^fe.ices will probably demoralize the army of 
Ihe Commune to such a degree that llicy may 
throw down their anus rather than longer sub- 
mit lo useless slaughter. 
Should this not bo 


Iho eas^, however, we can scs but little hope 
of savin- Paris from sc-rioi'.s injury. Much of 
it will be destroyed, for tho besieging army 
is paying no respect 
to architecture or 


art. 
Its guns are aimed in a manner to 


do tho most damage, and if Ihe Tu'le- 
ries or the louvre has to bo destroyed 
in onler to defeat tho reb-ls it will be done. 
The r.;m oi's'.iol and siieil into Paris lliua far 
is nothing to what It will be in a few days 
more if resistance continues. 
Every part of 


Ihe city will bj reached, and no point within it 
will be sale from the stona of projectiles that 
will be poured upon the heaua of those wbo 
persist in making the city a great slaughter 
house. 
Much as we deprecate this war, op- 


posed as we are to anarchy anl Moodducd, 
v. e would not have the government ceasa for 
on» moment t'.ie operations it is now currying 
on. Ljt it mats Paris a '*eap oTruini if neces- 
sary, let its streets be made to run rivers of 
blooi, !<>t all wilhin. it perish, but lei Ihe gov- 
ernment ma'ntaiu its authority and demon- 
strate its power. Let it Crush completely 
evjry sign of opposition, no matter what ihe 
cos*, and teac'u a lesson that Paris and all

ries to come. 


It is satisfactory to observe that the turbu- 


lent spirit of the Communists remains within 
Paris—that it has not spread to other cities. 
This gives great hope for the future of France, 
and it is time that Frenchmen began, to under- 
stand that the prosperity of their country does 
not depand upon the prosperity of its gay, 
brilliant and immoral capital. From what 
has occurred since the peace with Germany 
we almost believe that Francs would be far 
better off were Paris blotted out of existence, 
its buildings and monuments destroyed, and 
tbe ground upon which it stands ploughed up 
and sown with salt. Agricultural and manu- 
facturing France can well aQord to lei it go ; 
they would in a short time be more prosper- 
ous without it; for all the wars, all the 
revolulions 
and 
all the massacres that

About the Drst of May the American Mu- 


seum of Natural History, which was incorpo- 
rated only two years ago, but which already 
possesses a valuable and extensive collection, 
composed entirely of private contributions, 
will be opened lo tho public. 


The second and third stories of the Arsanal 


building iu Central Park have been devoted to 
this museum. AHhough Ihe proper classifica- 
tion ol' tlio specimens received has not yet 
besn made, there is such a general arrangement 
that the visitor may advance gradually from 
the study of the lowest forms of animal life 
to thai of Ihe higher. 
The entomological col- 


lection includes Uio North American insect:) 
contributed by the Baron Osten-Sacken, the 
Prussian Consul Goneralin. this city; a large 
number of foreign beetles, given by R. A. 
Vy'itthaua, and l^n thousand American nmi 
European butterflies and moths, respresc-ntiug 
three thousand species, presented by C. T. 
Robinson; six thousand shelb from tho Spice 
Islands, comprising some of the rarest varie- 
ties, have been given by A. S. Bickmore, and 
W. A. Hames, one of the trustees of Ihe 
Museum, has presented four thousand shells 
from different parts of the world. Among 
the foreign contributions is a complete series 
of the minerals of the Island of Formosa, 
together with specimens of 
the various 


woods found there. There is also a Cue 
assortment of Florida corals. The. entire col- 
lection of Prince Maximilian, of Neuwied, 
who went to Brazil iu 1815, and spent three 
years in scientific explorations, has been for- 
tunately obtained for tbe Museum, containini 
four Ihousand mounted specimens of Soulh 
American birds, and two thousand fishes and 
reptiles, mounted and in alcohol. On the third 
floor the collection Of Nbilh American birds, 
purchased from Dr. G. Elliott, and comprising 
throe 
thousand specimens, is 
exhibited, 


together with selections from the collection of 
tUe celebrated Paris taxidermist, the late II. 
Vcrreaus:, numbering two thousand eight hun- 
dred birds, two hundred and twenty mammals, 
and four hundred mounted skeletons of mam- 
mals, birds, reptiles and fishes. Tac group 
of animals niouated by M, Verreaus: ior tiis 
Paris Exposition, at which it won a, gold 
medal as an exquisite specimen of the taxider- 
mist's art, is aiso on exhibition. 
Among the 


ornithological specimens a great many North 
and South American humming birds and 
numerous eagles, pheasants and parrots are 
conspicuous. The value of the entire collection 
is estimated al one hundred thousand dollars. 
An act of the Legislature requires that the 
best specimens of natural history sUull bo 
selected from all duplicates belonging to the 
State and presented to tlie Museum. 


"It is now intended," says the Evening Post, 


which gavo Wednesday evening ti detailed ac- 
count of this museum, "to begin early next 
autumn upon Manhattan square the erection 
of the permanent building for tho Museum of 
Natural History and the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, which the Department of Public PiU'ks 
was recently authorized^ to construct, at an 
aggregate cost not exceeding $500,000 for 
each. The trustees of the Museum of IJatural 
History design it to equal, if not surpass, any 
similar institution in the worid," The Post 
adds that when John Edward Gray, Superin- 
tendent of the Zoological Dapartment of the 
British Museum was informed of the collections 
already secured by the American Museum of 
Natural History, he is said lo have told one of 
its trustees, then, in London, that more b.ad 
been accomplished by it already Ulan by the 
British Museum in the same department dur- 
ing the first fifteen years of its existence. This 
impartial testimony is highly encouraging as 
to the success of our new Museum of Natural 
History. If tho movement initiated in favor 
of tho inlroductlon of the study of natural his- 
tory in our public schools is encouraged, as it 
ought to be, Ibis museum will prove to be of 
ineslimablo valuo to the rising generation in 
New York, . .

It In a mailer of surprise that Ion2 ere this 


no military and naval social rendezvous has 
existed in this city. 
In all of the metropoli- 


tan cities of Europe not only one but many 
clubs are well sustained, whose membership 
is composed of officers and cx-oOieers of the 
various arms of the service, while hero iu New 
York, with its million of population and thou- 
sands of gentlemen who, during the past 
decade, have beon actively connected with 
one or other brunch of our service, no club 
accommodations have bean provided. 
It ia 


true that officers are admitted into our clubs 
upon liberal terms, but even this courtesy 
doos not ail the blank occasioned by there 
being no place which can distinctly be eilled 
their own. 
It is with satisfaction, therefore, 


that we chronicle the fuel, that an active move- 
ment is on foot for the establishment of a 
United Service Club, and now that tho initia- 
tive has been la'kcn-il is believed that a suc- 
cess will be the result.
